Motor Taxes. 


A White Paper which was published 
yesterday shows that the new motor taxes 
have iulfilled the Government’s expecta 
tions. During the first five months of this 
year a sum oÍ no less than £8,750,000 was 
collected. Of this total England and Wales 
contributed £7,922,650 and Scotland gav¢ 
£311,250. Ireland's share was almos} 
negligible—£16,100. In view of the 
success of the taxes. in Great Britain 
the Government can afford dé 
Justice to. Irish. motorists. Their de} 
mend is that the collection shall be 
suspended until the time arrives when if 
can be made without difficulty and Ireland 
ean benefit by it. The conditions in Ire 
land to-day bear no relation to the cond 
tions in Great Britain. In a wide ares 
the use of motor cars by private persons 
is prohibited absolutely, and in the rest 
of the country no motorist can take his 
car beyond twenty miles from his hom¢ 
without special permission. Moreover, th¢ 
hours during when he can use it ar¢ 
restricted. In Great Britain, on the other 
hand, the motorist can travel when and 
where he pleases, and no person will tra 
to stop him. Parliament never intende 
that the Irish motorist should be called 
upon to pay heavy taxes when he was 
virtually deprived of the use of his car

. We hope that the public will note the 
appeal which is made by the Town Clerk 
of Howth in our columns to-day. Lat 
Sunday there were two serious fires 
on. Howth Head; the result that 
great stretches of this popular pleasure 
resort were shern of their beauty, 
There can be little doubt that the fires 
were due to the carelessness of excut- 
sionists. At this season of the year the 
gorse and heather are so dry that a 
dropped match or a smouldering cigarette 
is sufficient to canse a conflagration. When 
a fire starts it is virtually impossible tp 
extinguish it before serious damage has 
been “done. The flames spread with 
extraordinary rapidity, and the most 
efficient fire brigade in the world could 
not fight them successfully. The public 
must guard its own playground. The 
pic-nic party must see that its spirit stove 
can do no harm, and the smoker must take 
care that his matches and cigarette ends 
are not thrown into the heather. . If these 
elementary precautions are not taken, 
Howth Head may become a bleak ‘spot 
that nobody will want to visit. There is 
enough deliberate incendiarism in Treland 
just now to make this sort of negligent 
doubly inexcusable.

the speech which the Lord Uhancellor 
delivered to-night, in answer to Lord 
Donoughmore’s request for an announce 
ment of Government cencessions on tho 
Home Rule Act, was, perhaps, the most 
striking that even he has ever delivered. 
Its conclusion was that. the Government 
were faced with war in Ireland and that it 
was useless for them to put forward fiscal 
proposals in which they did not beleve 
in the hope of placating persons who were 
set upon absolute independence.  ILnci- 
dentally, Lord Birkenhead stated em- 
pbaticalle that the Viceroy, when he 
referred ( possible: amendments in the 
Government of Ireland Act, was not 
making a statement of policy, but merely 
referring to minor adjustments. “ Is there 
no word of hope?” he asked. The only 
comfort he conld offer was such reassur- 
ance as could be found in the past histery 
of Ireland, the desperate nature of the 
present situation, and “the tenacious and 
stubborn character of the people of these 
islands. Fiscal autonomy, in the true 
sense of the words, meant actual separa 
tion, and that could never be conceded. 
If the Government were driven to the 
melancholy conclusion that by force alone 
these mischiefs would be cured, it would 
not hesitate to use if to the necessary 
extent. 

Very moving speeches in favour of the 
motion had previously been made by the 
Earls of Desart and Donouchmore, the 
former of whom belied his years by the 
vigour and clearness of his _ diction.

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ARRIVAL AT HOLYHEAD. 

Our Special Correspondent at Holyhead 
states s—The King, through his Private Seere- 
tary,. having intimated his intemtion of travel- 
ling privately, throughout Holyhead there was 
no ceremony of any kind at the port upon the 
arrival of Their Majesties. All the approaches 
to the pier were closely guarded, elaborate ar- 
rangements having been made to prevent any 
possible disturbance. The line of route along 
which the Royal train travelled was patrolled by 
members of the Anglesey’’ Police Force and 
special constables, under the superintendence 
of Chief Constable Prothero. A large crowd 
had gathered im the vicinity As the Royal 
train moved slowly from the station to the pier 
loud cheers wére raised. Upon the arrival of 
the .Royal train at Holyhead Station the Royal 
Standard was hoisted on the King George LV. 
Arch. 

The frain drew up ai the Adrmralty Pier at 
45. King George and Queen Mary were for- 
malty received by Commander Gregory Staple- 
ton, R.N.. J.P., Captain of the Port. They 
immediately went to the Royal barge, which 
lay in waiting at the mail jetty, a short dis- 
tance away, and which bore.Their Majesties to 
the Royal yacht at anchor in the outer 
readsteads. The King was given a Royal salute 
of twenty-one guns. 

Their Majestics were met on landing by 
Admiral Bentinck, in command of ihe escorting 
flotilla, ard Admiral Brand, commanding the 
Royal yacht. and upon alighting from the 
salcon the King engaged in animated conversa- 
tion with the Admirals. His Majesty looked ex- 
tremely well as he srmilingly enaaipngr, “og the 
greetings of a few privileged persons on the pier 
On going aboard the yacht, the hand of the 
Royal Marine Artillery struck up the National 
Anthem, the dock being lined with Marines 
standing at the salute. 

‘The only stoppage was at Crewe for a change 
of engines. Tho journey from Euston to Holy- 
head was accomplished according to schedule.
